A correspondent of an 
English newspaper furnishes a graphic de- 
scription of tho sensations experienced in 
climbing tills really wonderful structure. 
Mid way in tho ascent he stopped to breathe, 
and oven thero tlie apparently bottomless 
depth of tho gulf bolow gave him a very sin- 
gular feeling of helplessness. 


The maze of stays and girders seoms hope- 


lessly confused. Though the hand rail Is I 
high enough, still thero are thoughts of going 
over, which are anything but pleasant. 


However, perseverance is well repaid when 


ono steps out on the top platform. A mount- 
ain 1,000 feet high is thought to be merely a 
hill, but there is no comparison between 1,000 
feet of mountain and 1,000 feet of Eiffel. The 
absence of any ground falling away from 
one's feet, or of surrounding mountains, gives 
a stnse of isolation and unnaturalness new to 
any but a balloonist or steeple jack. 


It takes a few moments before one can 
miBttii iiw ve to wain w> t/lua uugt) 01 uie pi«D* 
form and look over. You must have a strong 
bead to do that. An apparently smooth band 
of metal, though it hi really a network of 
bars, falls away at a steep angle to the 
ground.

THE ART OF QUARRELING. 


It Is the Second Word Which Funs the 


Angry Spark Into Flame. 


Tho first words of a quarrel, which are gen- 


s-rally too trifling to be remember&l, are like 
the few sparks that fall upon tho dry leaves 
:t the forest. Tho angry retort is the pun* 
of wind that blows them into a flame. Then 
tlio mischief is done past recall. Then two 
iiearts, friendly a moment before, are full of 
anger. Then words are spoken which may 
ba forgiven, but hardly forgotten, and the 
friendship is seldom quite as it was before. 
Hence the old saying, "It Is the second word 
that makes the quarrel." That second word 
usually wounds tbe pride or the self love of 
him to whom it is addressed. It may take a 
form that implies a doubt of tbe other's 
veracity—a dire offense to any one not wholly 
debased. Often it insinuates a low, small, 
unworthy motive. Sometimes the madden- 
ing word is a truth, as when Brutus told Cas- 
sius he had an "itching palm to sell his offices 
for gold." Cassius was so enraged that he 
rviwl- 


I oil itching palm I 


You know that you are Brutus that speak this, 
Or, by the gods, this speech were else your last. 


Ugly truths must sometimes be spoken, but 


not when two persons are bound by interest 
and duty to avoid quarreling. 


Another most irritating retort Is one which 


attributes cowardice. 
Courage and truth- 


luiness being the very foundations of respect- 
able character, a remark which conveys an 
intimation of a want of either is a pure pro- 
vocative of quarrel. 


There are tones in the voice which cannot 


be described, but every reader, unless he is a 
high class saint, has used them in the early 
momeuts of a quarrel. The most innocent 
thing in the world may be said in such a way 
as to rasp and humiliate, particularly if it is 
accompanied by a certain look out of the 
eyes. 


Human beings, old or young, never appear 


iu so poor and mean a light as when they are 
quarreling. 
A family quarrel is among the 


most sorrowful and vulgar of all displays of 
human infirmity. 


Among people living In the same house, 


sitting three times a day at the same table, 
being together in the evening, working to- 
gether in the daytime, all possessing a ner- 
vous system and a tender self love, it must 
needs be tli»*- "for,™ ..^~,o t-HrnH,.,7T,-u,ao 
»ill be unintentionally spoken, expected at- 
tentions will be omitted, the material of a 
quarrel will frequently be created. Two 
things should be borne in mind by every in- 
mate: one is, that it takes two persons, at 
kaist, to malic a quarrel; the other, that the 
quarrel usually dates from tho second word. 


Tom—What did you take my bat for? 
Charles—I didn't take your bat, and you 


know it. 


Tom—You are a liar! 
In this case Charles mails the quarrel, bo- 


cause ho met the merely irritating first word 
with a grossly insulting second. Put down 
tlio brakes hard upon the second word.—

Marcean's Remains. 


Tho remains of Marceau, which have been 


deposited in the Pantheon, were exhumed at 
Nice. Workmen there slowly raised the slab 
which covered the tomb containing the ashes 
of tbo general and the bodies of his sister and 
brother-in law. As the ground was being 
carefully searched, M. Nool-Parfait read 
aloud the minutes which related to the burial 
of Marceau in 1S37.

lar physicians, and 1 surgeon to 100,000 popu- 
lation. Tho United States, having a doctor 
of medicine for evory 000 of population, 
shows the lowest death rate in the world, 
England following. 


The average lifo expectancy in the United 


States is now 55 years; in England among 
the urban population it is 50, and among the 
ruralists 54 years plus. Russians have a life 
expectancy of but 28 years, approximately, 
and Chilians of the same, while in Ellobed, in 
the Soudan, 23 years is a generation. The 
average lifo in the Rome of tho Caesars was 
18 years; now it is 40 years. Within fifty 
years the average in Franco has increased 
from 28 to 45>£ years, and in the days of 
Queen Elizabeth tbo English averags was but 
20 years. This great and progressive change 
for the better is ascribed to advanced med- 
ical knowledge, better drainage and diet, 
greater cleanliness and to vaccination and 
the use of anaesthetics, quinine and tha like.

Cisterns as Cantos of Disease. 


Dr. De la Roche believes that diphtheria 


can l>3 transmitted from animals to man. 
He hit; had under his care two women suffer- 
ing from diphtheria, which he thinks he has 
traced to the contamination of drinking 
water from a cistern by the excrement of 
pigeons, which had heen washed down by the 
rain from the roof on which these birds 
had lurched. Admitting the possibility of 
the t: ansmission of diphtheria in this man- 
ner, *lie means of combating it are simple. 
In places where spring water and well water 
are not available, or where the supply con- 
sists of rain water collected in cisterns, it is 
well to prohibit pigeon breeding. As to the 
construction of cisterns, they should be built 
according to the rules of public hygiene 
laid down by Gauia in his work entitled 
"Utilite des Cistornes."—Herald of Health. 


The Aioany Journal says: "A business man 


handed in his deposit at one of the banks the 
other day. One of the checks caught the 
teller's eye, and ho expressed a fear as to its 
genuineness.

Roynl Houses of Europe. 


The ups and downs of the reigning houses 


of Europe have been much discussed of late. 
All those are recognized as being of royal 
blood members of whose families now occu- 
py or at one time have occupied thrones. 
According to official reports, there are now 
27 such royal families in Europe, with 459 
male members, so that each dynasty aver 
ages 17 princes, a number reached, however, 
only by ten of them. Of these 27 families 
18 are German, namely, the Hohenzollern, 
Wittelsbach, Wettin. Wurtembnrg, Zahrin- 
gen, Hessen, Mecklenburg, Holstein, Anhalt. 
Schwarzburg, Reuss, Scbaomburg, Lippe, 
Waldeck, Hapsburg-Loitaine, Welf, Nassau, 
and Liechtenstein; six u.-e Romanicor Latin, 
namely, Bourbon, Savoyen, Braganza, Mo- 
naco, Bonaparte, Bernadotte; two are Slav, 
namely, Obrenowitafa and Njenosh; and one 
is Turkish, namely, Osman. Of the German 
no less than five, and of these the historic 
houses of Hohenzollern, Welf, and Hapsburg, 
originated in the little Swabiau Wurtemberg. 
The preponderance of the German dynasties 
is all the greater, because of the 41 actually 
existing thrones they.occupy 33. Of these 22 
are in the German Empire, II are in other 
countries, namely, Austro-Hungary, Russia, 
England, Denmark, Holland, Belgium, Portu- 
gal, Roumanla, Bulgaria, Greece and Liech- 
tenstein.

How the Ilerry la Planted and Grown for 


the Market—No Prettier Sight Than n 
Coffee Plantation—Something- About IU 
Preparation liefore Shipment. 
"I presume that very few of those who are 


fond of a cup of good coffee for breakfast in 
this country have anything like a clear idea 
of the agricultural processes which render 
such Indulgence possible," remarked George 
Anderson, of Mysore, India, an elderly gen- 
tleman with silvery mutton chop whiskers, 
keen gray eyes, and the tawny, sallow com- 
plexion which seems to be inseparable from 
the resident of the land of torrid suns and 
diseased livers, as he smoked an after dinner 
cheroot in the lobby of the Russell house. "I 
know all about it from a long series ofyears 
of actual experience in coffee raising. I have 
been a resident of Mysore, India, for an un- 
broken period of twenty-seven years. 
I 


went out to that country as a very young 
man when the possibilities of civilization 
were all before it. I have never hod reason 
to regret doing so. If you are familiar with 
the geography of India, you are aware that 
Mysore is blessed with a delightful climate, 
something which cannot truthfully be said of 
many other portions of that great and rapid- 
ly progressing country. I experienced hot- 
ter weather in Salt Lake City, since coming 
to this country, than I have ever known in 
Mysore during tho entire period of my resi- 
dence." 


IN THB COFFEE FIELD. 


"Are you a coffee planter!" was Inquired. 
"That bos been my business for many 


rears," replied Mr. Anderson, igniting some 
sort of a long, lanky looking roll of tobacco, 
which bore unmistakable evidence of heathen 
nrth. "I will endeavor briefly to give you 
some sort of an idea of what it means to bo a 
coffee planter In India. In the first place, 
you must understand that the refreshing 
rains which water the vegetation of this 
country every few days are unknown in 
r_.u_ ... 
«. 
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groat enemy with which all agriculturists 
are forced to contend. 
This atmospheric 


condition is the greatest obstacle with which 
we have to battle, and it has made India the 
most prolific country in tho world in the 
matter of inventing and perfecting all sorts 
)f irrigating processes. In that one particu- 
lar, at least, we easily load all other civilized 
:ountries today. 


"Coffee plants, or trees, as they may very 


properly be termed, are planted flve feet 
apart, in each direction. 
Everything has 


X3 be done by hand. There is no such thins 
as labor saving machinery known in con net- 
ion with tho business. Its use would be im- 
possible. The tops of tho coffee shruhs aro 
ut out to force them to shoot out horizon- 
ally, instead of into the air. 
But the coffee 


3iisbes on a plantation are not the only ad- 
unct of tho business which requires eulti- 
atlon. 
"On account of the drought and the torrid 


uns, every inch of tho plantation must bo 
fully protected by shade trees. 
Where this 


is not done, tho fruit shrivels up and becomes 
worthless without ripening. Experience has 
taught us in India that the only really desir- 
able trees for shade purposes are the silver 
leafed variety. 
The rays of the sun seem to 


penetrate all others and tha labor of culti- 
vating them is wasted. We generally shade 
our coffee plantations with port or all of the 
the eighteen or twenty varieties of fig trees 
indigenous to tho country. 
Where these 


trees are not properly located, they must bo 
planted and cultivated. 


"No brandies are allowed within twenty- 


five or thirty feet of the ground, and annual 
trimming and pruning of both the coffee 
trees and tho big trees which shade them are 
absolutely necessary. 
You can doubtless 


form some idea of the immense amount of 
labor which this process entails. 


"There is no more beautiful sight, however, 


than a oroperly cared tor cofTee plan Cation 
after it lias reached maturity. The green 
bushes in regular rows below and the equally 
green trees towering above them with pro- 
tecting arms, form a very pretty picture. In 
May tho coffee bushes are in full bloom, tho 
white blossoms, something after tho migno- 
nette order, causing the perspective to re- 
semble a waving, palpitating field of virgin 
snow. The picking of tho borries begins In 
November and continues until February. As 
I have said, all labor is done by hand, and I 
regularly employ about BOO coolies in man- 
aging my plantation. 
The picking process is 


naturally a tedious one, but labor is cheap in 
India. II cuoh waro not tha raga ooffAn would 
bo a luxury which few would bo able to af- 
ford." 


LIKE A LARGE KED CQEIUIV. 


"'What does Hie coffee berry resemble be- 


fore it is plucked from the bushes?" was 
asked. 


Mr. And3rson smiled. 
"I fear you would have some difficulty in 


recognizing it at that stago of the proceed- 
ings," he replied. "In color it is a brilliant 
red, looking very much like a large ripe 
cherry. Tho berries of which tho beverage 
is mode are, in reality, the stone of the fruit. 
The pulpy substance by which they are sur- 
rounded is sweet in taste, but has never been 
utilized for any purpose. 
At one time a sort 


of liquor was manufactured from it, but ft 
failed to win its way into public favor. 
After tasting it, you would not bo surprised 
that such was tho case. Two coffee berries 
are contained in each of these cherries, or 
fruit bulbs. After being plucked from the 
bushes, the fruit is placed in vats and a pro- 
cess of fermentation takes place which sepa- 
rates the pulp from the berry . The latter 
is then subjected to more mechanical devices, 
which removes the remaining film. When 
tho product readies the coast, a sort of 
scouring process Is undergone which places 
t in tho condition for market—a condition 
with which you aro familiar." 


What is the average yield of a coffee 


bushf 


"One pound of the prepared berry is a very 


'air average per bush. The yield more often 
falls under that figure than goes above it."

Samuel Snlllvui Cox. 


Oao of the most versatile men his 


country has produced was Congressman 
S. 8. Cox He did so many things ad- 
mirably that one cannot say what he did 
best. In congress ho was best known as 
a humorist For years he was the wit of 
the national house. Uig reputation in 
this respect interfered with his ambition 
to bo speaker of the house, and in other 
directions, as ho himself used to say 
rather sadly at times. It was hardly 
thought that so funny a man could fill a 
high and serious office with dignity. And 
yet Mr. Cox had a fine dignity of his own. 


An an orator, on grave and important 


questions, ho could bo earnest and force- 
ful enough, when occasion demanded. 
Ills rhetoric was so brilliant, his knowl- 
edge so wide and his manner so irresist- 
ible that he was much sought after as a 
lecturer. At the very hour he died he 
would, if in health, have been speaking 
to an audience from the platform. 


The four new states to come into the 


Union this fall owe Mr. Cox an especial 
debt of gratituda It was his vote and 
his exertion in congress last winter that 
passed the bill for their admission. lie 
had just returned from atrip to these 
young states when he was seized with 
his lust illness. He it was, too, who was 
the founder of the government life sav- 
ing service. 


Yet, 
after all, perhaps it was as the 


litterateur that he was at his best Those 
who have read his "Arctic Sunbeams," 
"Orient Sunbeams" and "Why We 
taugn" caiiuul lieij. icgietUug u,«t Cl- 
itics ever took any of his time away 
from literature. But since 1855, thirty- 
four years, lie has only been out of con- 
gress five years. Strange indeed the 
house of representatives will seem with- 
out the presence of this gentle, genial, 
childlike, merry soul. The prayers and 
regrets of a thousand friends go with 
him as far as they can penetrate on the 
unknown journey whore every man 
must travel alone.

The four other dead women found in 
Whitechapcl wcro killed 
by another 


hand, it is believed, since they were mu- 
tilated in a different manner, the heads 
and limbs being cut off and only the 
trunk left. It is simply inexplicable 
that in one of tho most thickly populat- 
ed districts of London, lighted all night 
and patrolled by police, with a detective 
force supposed to be equal to any in the 
world, tho heads of four murdered 
women could be cut off and carried 
away and successfully concealed. 


The whole case reminds one of Poe's 


story of the mysterious Paris murders. 
The Whitechapel killings began April 
0, 1888, and have been shocking civiliza- 
tion at intervals ever since. One suppo- 
sition it, that tho original "ripper" is a 
ferocious lunatic with some fancied 
grudge at the unfortunate class of wom- 
en named. But his work is too system- 
atic and long continued for that, A hor- 
rible circumstance attending this series 
of crimes is that other wretches the world 
over read of it and attempt to imitate it. 
There seems a contagion about it 


What irrigation will do for the arid 


lands of the west is well shown in the 
case of Pasadena, Cal. Fifteen years 
ago the land where the city now stands 
sold for $7 an acre. It was irrigated and 
orchards planted upon the soil. Seven 
years after being supplied with water 
the land sold for from $500 to $1,000 an 
acre for fruit raising. The spot that had 
been a desert suddenly became the most 
fertile and delightful part of the whole 
state. 


There has been in China at least one 


American missionary who gained the 
full confidence of the natives. Tliis was 


Rev. 
8. Crossett, an independent mis- 


sionary, who died lately at Pekin. He 
devoted his life to the poorest classes of 
the Chinese. He took care of the sick 
and homeless, visited the prisons and 
buried the dead. So well known and 
loved was he that he traveled all over 
China and the east without money, and 
wherever he went food and lodging were 
freely given him. He ate only fruit and 
rice or millet and dranK water, yvnat 
had the world to offer to a man like 
that? He sought only to help the poor 
in all ways that he could. The natives 
revered him, and bestowed on him the 
name that meant the highest praise they 
could give to any one. They called him 
the Christian Buddha. 


Destroying Mosquitoes. 


Dr. Henry C. McCook has taken up 


tho question started by Dr. Lamborn and 
discusses the extermination of mosqui- 
toes. He believes the number of these 
pests can be lessened by the assiduous 
propagation of their two natural ene- 
mies, the dragon fly and the spider. He 
says an intelligent city gentleman once 
asked him: 


"What is a dragon fly?" 
He showed his friend a specimen, 


when the gentleman exclaimed: "Oh, 
that's a devil's darning needle." He was 
CUilt^fc.

ing needlo is a dragon fly. Very often a 
long, thin legged specimen of the family 
will bo found caught between the win- 
dow panes in mosquito time, where he 
has been hunting his prey, and slipped 
into prison unawares. Don't kill him, 
but treat him with all respect. 


Dr. JlcCook also speaks very highly 


of the spider as a mosquito eater. He 
says the number of insects of all kinds 
and sizes destroyed by spiders simply 
passes calculation. In one of New Jer- 
sey's favorite mosquito haunts he once 
discovered thirty-eight of these noctur- 
nal blood suckers in one spider web. 
The doctor informs housekeepers that 
tho spider comes not into our houses to 
harm us, but to help us—conies to rid 
us of flies and mosquitoes. If we must 
brush away her web, we need not de- 
stroy the spider herself. 
"If people 


would decrease the number of mos- 
quitoes let them encourage the multipli- 
cation of spiders." So the ladies can 
take their choice which they like best, 
mosquitoes or spiders.

New American Industries.

It eeems likely that at length the 


United States will be able to export coat 
By way of beginning a coal line has been 
established between Florida and Cuba. 
The fleet for this purpose is not formida- 
ble as yet, consisting only of an ocean 
tug with half a dozen steel barges, an 
English steamer and two or three Ameri- 
can sailing vessels. But enough fuel has 
already been shipjwd from the Alabama 
mines, through Pensacola to the West 
Indies, to show that the trade can be 
profitably carried on. The Lonisvile and 
Nashville railroad are therefore building 
a coal dock at Pensacola, and it is ex- 
pected that this trade will reach 400,000 
tons of coal annually. Thus there will 
be an outside market for American coal, 
one more industry giving employment 
to several hundred or a thousand men 
and a prospect that fewer mines will be 
obliged to shut down part of the year on 
account of nvar prrvlimtinn 


A fresh impetus has also been given to 


the sugar culture in Texas. Hitherto 
comparatively little attention has been 
paid to cane culture in this great and 
growing state. But the possibilities in 
that direction have been brought before 
the public in an unexpected way.

Ooree, manager of the state peniten- 
tiary, casting about for some employ- 
ment that would occupy his convicts 
and at the same time not interfere with 
the labor of free men, set them to work 
on sugar plantations. Ho reports that 
he has not only paid all their expenses 
thereby, but has made on each convict 
employed A profit of $390 for the year.

If Texas could yield 
in sugar a tenth part of what she does in 
cotton, she could annually burst any

Our 
lightning milling machinery turns wheat 
into flour faster than any other, but the 
slower processes in use in Europe make 
a sweeter, more nutritious flour. This 
is recognized in the Old World.

NEWSPAPER! 


When you hear an extraordinary story 


from Niagara falls, wait a day or two 
before accepting it. Niagara is one of 
the spots on which the sensation syndi- 
cate has laid its delicate fingero.

Lodging Houses and Crime. 


Police Inspector Byrnes, of New York, 


says plainly in The North American lie- 
view that city lodging houses are down- 
right nurseries of crime. 
He refers 


especially to the class which charge 
from five to twenty-five cents for a 
night's lodging. In these resorts drunk- 
ards, thieves, murderers and various 
kinds of criminals have their haunts. If 
a poor boy comes from the country to 
find work, he naturally drifts into one 
of these places. He makes the acquaint- 
ance of desperate criminals. They take 
him in hand, lead him through the lore 
of their dark training school and in a 
little time graduate an honest boy into a 
full fledged housebreaker or sneak thief. 


But where shall an honest man with 


only twenty-five cents in his pocket go 
for a night's lodging? Inspector Byrnes 
does not say. He only says these lodg- 
ing houses should beheld under strict 
surveillance. 


It is a question for civilization to an- 


Mr. Stephens thinks that old age is not 


a necessity. He believes if science only 
knew how to eliminate the dead and 
clogging matter from man's body, vital- 
ity would assert itself as powerfully and 
pleasurably as in youth, almost indefi- 
nitely. 


He takes the ground of the unity of 


Jiving matter, to which matter some 
•dentists give the name of biogen. 


The same life principle remains al- 


ways, ever springing into elastic activ- 
ity, perpetually renewing itself. But 
like the waters of a spring, at last it be- 
comes choked and seeks another outlet 
When the dead matter enveloping it be- 
comes too great for it to make its way 
through, then it simply withdraws it- 
self and goes elsewhere 
That is what 


death is. 


For one thing, people generally eat 


twice as much as they ought to, messes 
of all kinds. That is one way in which 
the life principle is clogged in process of 
years. Then they do not take robust 
physical exercise, but settle down as 
middle age approaches and allow bony 
deposits to form about their joints and 
stiffen (hem. The older people become, 
the more pains they should take to keep 
themselves physically active. The brain 
processes of anxiety and evil passion of 
all kinds use up the cell tissues and clog 
the nervous system, and that is another 
cause of death, so called. Mr. Stephens 
firmly believes that a way will be found 
to rid the race of the accumulation of 
"formed matter" in our bodies.

OF A DANGEROUS COUN- 


TERFEIT AND ITS MAKERS.

The making of money by the government 


hiu boeu doacribud a thousand Hmos—bow 
tbn papor i* rolled from pulp at Dalton, 
MII--M. , and a mysterious silk thread woven 
in I o It, which combination Is about the only 
thing a counterfeiter can't Imitate; bow each 
plute Is engraved In four pieces, no one man 
making tho wholo plate, In fear that be will 
re|*oat tbe operation; how the four pieces are 
plnood together, and an Impression taken 
trinn tbe whole on a soft roller; bow an im- 
prrflslon is made from this on a piece of soft 
stool, which Is afterward hardened; how 
each sheet of paper U counted, and how tbe 
plat* printers ink and wipe off tho plates Ly 
hand, with all the safeguards thrown about 
tho process to prevent an operator In an;

The great obstacle In tbe way of continu- 


OUH, brazen and successful counterfeiting U 
thii secret service of tbe treasury department. 
It Is composed of a chief, a few clerks and a 
minimum of about fifty detectives, which is 
sometimes considerably increased when work 
pili* upon thain, as it did when, within a 
few weeks, no less than fifteen counterfeiters 
wore caught, all for (lassing a ten dollar 
"Webster head" treasury note, printed from 
• plate whose history probably has no par- 
alh.l. 


A DASOKKOUB COUNTERFEIT. 


U was Iu February, 1H80, that this note ap- 


peared at Chicago, and tho arrest on suspi- 
cion soon followed of Terrencc Mullen, of Chi- 
cago, and Jim Kcnenlly, of Ht. Louis. Mullen 
bad bs«i arrested iu ISTO with others for a 
conspiracy to steal the body of Abraham Lin- 
coln from Its tomb at Hpriugflold, and hold it 
for the ransom of Ben Iloyd, a noted Chicago 
counterfeiter, who had been convicted and 
•niUiiiced (or a year. These arrests led to 
tho arrest of John Bowdre, alias John mil, 
III May, 1880, on a flatboat In the Mississippi 
rtvir, near St. Louis, with »ltf,U30 of those 
tan 
In his possession, 8,378 sheets of paper 


•lit tbe site of the note, and a steel plate for 
printing upon tbe paper a good imitation of 
fiber. 


Uatidr* was Imprisoned, and through him 


It was learned that James Ouyon, alias Hank, 
•lias Hamilton, had sto!en the plates and 
•M.OOO of the "dangerous" tens. It was as 
though Guyon and the plates and money hod 
dropped out of existence. For more than 
seven years nothing was heard of them, until 
but February it was flashed from a dozen 
banlcs In as many western cities, almost simul- 
taneously, that the "Webster bead" bad again 
appsarsd. Sure enough It was the counter- 
feit of 1880, of which Quyou held the mo- 
nopoly, again In the Held. 


At one* Chief Bell of the secret service con- 


centrated his men and took the field himself. 
A docan arrests soon followed, all of them 
pemous who bad purchased the notes from 
others. Through the attorney who defended 
some of these men it was learned that Nelson 
Drlggs and his wife, Gertrude, who kept a 
road bouse near Dayton, O., were "middle 
men" for the sale of tbe money. Chief Bell 
secured an introduction to Driggsas "Andrew 
Mo Williams," a crooked attorney at law ol 
Hartford, Conn. His plans to make his Iden- 
tity good were Ingenious and thorough. He 
was received without suspicion as one who 
wlnhed to deal in tbe "queer," and then en- 
sure! weeks of fencing and diplomacy on both 
sides, a description ol which would ail a book. 


Tbe manner in which Chief Bell ingratiated 


hbnself Into the good graces of the two would 
bava been worthy of Vldocq. Drlggs methli 
wife In prison, and when they had served 
tholr time, married her, though she was lost 
than one-third of his age. She was suscepti- 
bin to flattery, like niu«t people, and Bell'i 
nimble tongue soon left no shadow of suspi- 
cion In her mind that he was other than lit 
represented himself.

CHINESE HOLIDAYS. 


THEY HAVE SEVERAL, THOUGH THEY 


',RE WITHOUT A SUNDAY. 


How S"tit« of Thorn Aro C«l«britt«d—Oue 


FeUl.iU Day That liraemblei the "Ulu- 
rloufl Fourth"—Great on Fire Cracker» 
ftnil [.autcrna—Odd Cvremoiilea. 


Unlike Christian pooplo, tho Chinaman 


has DO Hunday, when business ceasos and ho 
can on. oy |*u''o and quietness for twenty- 
four hours. Of course in this country the 
Celestials are obliged to fetop work ou the 
Sabttath, and as tho day means nothing to 
thorn they play cards, gamble, smoke opium 
or occupy themselves as i«st they can until 
th«y 1> gin tolling again on Monday. In 
China business u carried on almost without 
lnterinl*ion tho yoar round. As if to com- 
pensate them for their lack of "one day of 
rest in tuvcn," they have numerous holidays, 
however; (ewer, perhaps, than some other 
nacives oi the woriu, bui; which aro relig- 
iously celebrated by the whole nation. There 
are, of course, the national holidays, and al- 
most every province, besides having the na- 
tional holidays to celebrate, has many local 
holidayn and celebrations which are confined 
almost ezclusi vely to certain cities or towns 
in tho province. Even in America the Celes- 
tial population never fails to observe tho 
national gala days, and in Boston especially 
aro the Chinese particularly loyal in that 
respect. 


TIIK CHINESE NEW YEAH. 


Tho ono great universal season of leisure is 


tho rejoicing over the coming of tho new 
year, and at that timo it is said that the 
wimia /'.hinnw pmpire is almost beside itself 
with rejoicing, and each individual tries to 
outdo the other in tho extent of his celebra- 
tion. 


On tlio approach of the new moon which 


falls nearest to tho point when tho sun is in 
the IStli degree of Aquarius, which is tho 
commencement of the Chinese civil year, all 
public offices iu the empire are closed and tha 
mandarins put their seals under lock aad key, 
where they remain until tho twentieth day of 
tha new moon. Everybody sits up on tha 
last night of the old year, and at tho moment 
of midnight the celebration begins, fire 
crackers aro exploded, rockets aro sent up, 
tin horns aro blown, and the whole thing 
would remind an American very forcibly of 
the "glorious Fourth." It is said that in most 
of tho liirgecitiesof Cliiua tho firing of crack- 
ers Is carried to such an extent that tho air 
becomes literally charged with niter. 


After the Now Year comes tho foast of lan- 


terns, « hich falls at the first full inoon of the 
now yeur and at which a most ingenious dis- 
play of those lanterns characteristic of the 
Chinese may bo seen. It is the aim of each 
person to outdo his neighbor, either in tho 
taste, ingenuity or size of his lanterns, and 
aomo nf t!,ftm nr« v»ry /vlil in construction, 
and tin ro is an infinite variety of them. 
Some are made of silk, some horn, some 
paper and some gloss, and many of thorn are 
supplied with movable figures of men on 
prancing horses, men fighting or performing 
various feats, acrobatic and otherwise; there 
are moving birds, beasts and other living 
animals and reptiles all in full motion. In 
dome of the larger cities, whore hundreds of 
thousands of them of innumerable shapes 
may bo seen In tho big public squares, the 
effect must bo very pretty. 


A few weeks after tho feast of lanterns a 


holiday occurs which is greatly esteemed by 
tho CoUstials. In China tho governor of every 
capital city proceeds in state to tho eastern 
gate to "moot tho spring," this being repre- 
sented I y a procession of jicoplo bearing a 
huge clay figure of a buffalo, which is culled 
by them the water bullock, and is used by 
thorn to drag their plows through tho flooded 
rice grounds. The procession is attended by 
litters, upon which are children dressed in 
fanciful colors to represent mythological per- 
konages, and a band of musicians also is car- 
nod along. 
When they have reached the 


governor's bouse, ho, iu his capacity of priest 
of tho spring, delivers a long oration, recom- 
mondiui; the pursuit of husbandry. Then ho 
strikes the clay buffalo three times with a 
whip anil the people fall upon it with stones, 
breaking the image In small places. The in- 
side U filled with a multitude of smaller im- 
ages, for which they scramble eagerly, as it 
is deemed lucky to secure ono or more of 
them. 


HOVEL CKLE1JRAT10NS. 


At about this timo tho emperor also puts 


bis hand to the plow, as do all thu princes of 
bis bouso and his ministers. This is done with 
much ceremony and tho burning of sacrifice, 
the latter consisting of quantities of wheat 
and grain grown in this same field. After 
the plot of ground has been plowed over by 
the sun of heaven and his suite, the seeds are 
sown, and tho field is then left in charge of 
an oflicer whose duty it is to seo that the har- 
vest is properly collected and stored. 


The empress, also, to set a good example to 


the people, goes forth sometime during tho 
ninth moon, accompanied by her principal 
ladies, to offer sacrifice at the altar of the in- 
ventor of silk manufacture. 
When that 


ceremony is ended, they collect a quantity of 
mulberry leaves, which are devoted to the 
nourishment of the silk worms in the imperial 
garden. All tho other processes connected 
r.ith tho same business are gone through, 
such as heating tho cocoons in water and 
winding off the tin)' threads, and so on until 
the ceremony is ended. 


On tli* Otth day of «IR fifth moon, which 


usually falls in June, conies a celebration 
which, la say the least, is novel. Long boats 
are built and placed upon tho rivers. These 
are manned with from forty to eighty men 
with pai Idles, who row along to the beat of a 
huge gong on tho shore. 
Kocping time with 


the gong they race against each other, the 
rowers in tho winning boats being applauded 
and given presents by the people on shore. 
Those dragon boats, as they aro called, from 
being »> extremely narrow, often upset and 
serious accidents occur. This holiday is one 
of the few on which anything approaching 
athletic exercise is practiced. 


Next i m the calendar comes a festival for 


the benefit of the departed relatives, which 
falls on tho first day of tho seventh moon, or 
somo time in August. It is not, as one would 
suppose, a domestic celebration, but a public, 
anil large mat houses are erected, ornament- 
ed with lanterns, in which are placed images 
of the infernal deities. 


Buddhist priests arc engaged iu largo num- 


bers to chant masses for the dead, and offer- 
ings of food are presented, while large quan- 
tities of paper, representing cln'ties, are 
burued with the idea that they will puss into 
the next world for tho use of tho departed. 
This celebration brings largo numbers of peo- 
ple together, and tho duy iu one of feasting 
and entertainment. It is said to have arisen 
from some tradition of a young man who 
went down to the infernal regions to bring 
back hit. mother and, according to the story, 
ho was successful in his quest. 


In Boston all these holidays are celebrated 


by the Chinese, and besides them there are 
the holidays of the "Chinese Freemasons," 
to which order many of the Americanized 
Chinaman belong.—Boston Globe.

Tho customer hesitates—and is lost. la 


other words, she buys the goods, being help- 
iessly enstiimmered in tho science of delusion 
by those clerks who know their business. 


A lady went into a dry goods store and 


asked to seo somo goods displayed in the win- 
dow. 


"You don't want that stylo of goods," said 


tho clerk, who knew his customer; "you 
wouldn't wear it." 


Then ho took dunu drcoo ttftor dr«ss from 


his reserve stock, and as ho did so remarked 
casually: 


"You wouldn't wear a window dress. This, 


now, 
has not been shown before." 


Of course the customer was flattered into 


buying a dress, and the clerk was right. He 
knew that the goods removed from the illu- 
sion of plate glass would not please her. A 
clerk soon learns that a lady is never offended 
when her tastes are remembered and alluded 
to with graceful tact. 


The best salesmen of today do not persist 


as much as their predecessors did. Thoy make 
their goods spoak for themselves. A Detroit 
merchant relates a story of a clerk of long 
ii^o who tried so hard to sell a dress to a cus- 
tomer that lie followed the lady to the door 
with the goods. Then ho began to unroll it 
nnd the customer took hold of an end of the 
cloth to prevent it falling on tho floor, so it 
went. He unrolled tho goods until she held a 
dress pattern in hor arms and she felb com- 
pelled to take it. 


KNEW SrilS WOULD NEKn IT. 


Another clerk was approached by a lady 


who wanted white silk mitts. He did not 
have any, but he jumped over the counter 
and followed her to tho door to tell her he 
had a new bolt of brown linen sheeting in 
and a recipe for bleaching it white. This was 
in the good old days when Detroit was a vil- 
lage and everybody knew everybody else's 
business. The enterprising clerk knew that 
his customer for white silk mitts was about 
to be married and go to housekeeping and 
would need house Ijien. 
This gauging of 


people's needs and reconciling thorn with 
their purses is quite an enterprising feature 
of business at ail times. 


It is a fact that the dry goods store is the 


principal attraction of the business street and 
a fertile spot in the desert of commerce. It 
has color, variety and an attraction that no 
other place can possibly have. The common- 
est piece of red and yellow stuff will look 
rich and elegant in those long, graceful folds 
that have such precision of detail, yet look so 
careless and artistic in the total effect. The 
man who did that gauges his usefulness by 
those folds. It is related of the late A. T. 
Stewart, the millionaire merchant, that in 
passing through the side of his great store in 
which tho goods were exposed for sale—that 
opposite to the Broadway side—he saw a piece 
of velvet stacked to catch the eye. He in- 
quired who had arranged it in that way, sent 
for the man, who was a new hand, and told 
him it was wrong. The man answered Mr. 
Stewart that it was the proper way to dis- 
play that class of goods. Mr. Stewart said no 
more, but he watched and saw the veivew 
managed in this way for some months. Then 
lie sent for the man and promoted him to the 
velvet department of the wholesale store. 


"I saw that you knew more about velvets 


than I did myself," was the only explanation 
lie gave. The best clerk is the reader of hu- 
man nature. He coerces one into buying and 
intimidates another. The merchants have a 
proverb that any salesman can sell a custo- 
mer the goods that she came to purchase, but 
ho is a good salesman who sells her what she 
d'»s not want. Every clerk has his particu- 
lar friends who like to trade with him be- 
cause he is obliging or courteous or enter- 
tnin.ng. It is his trick of trade to be all these 
to his customers.—Detroit Free Press.

They labor for us in 
a thous uid places whore we ourselves may 
nevw penetrate, in those deserts where the 
windsaro laden with the poison of death, 
and woo to the inhabited world if their toil 
should cease. This is, to some extent, true 
of those dangerous animals and 
reptiles 


which swarm in the swamps and jungles of 
tropical lands. Even rats, which are justly 
considered such a pest in many ways, do 
much scavenger work, especially in largo 
cities. It is a fact worthy of note that the 
plague has never visited Europe since the 
migration of these rodents into that country 
from Asia."

It is stated in the official report that 702 


persons died between tho 14th and 17th ul- 
timo, at Bokhara, of heat; and the figures, it 
U expressly added, do not include children. 
If this amazing calamity be not due to any 
atmospheric violence, as a Bad-1-slmoon, for 
example, it is probably unequaled in authen- 
tic records. But when we think of the agony, 
the horrible wretchedness in which the whole 
populatlou muafc bcrro buon living, it may 
well seem that those who found escape in 
death are not to bo pitied. The horror of 
heat is unknown to us, or indeed to any port 
of Europe, though Naples and Athens are 
desperately trying sometimes. But to the 
native of Scinde, Central Asia, the shores of 
the Persian gulf, the sun of Greece is but a 
trifle. The utter helplessness of man under 
this infliction adds horror to his sufferings. 


There is no hope and no resource wheu tho 


rod hot air penetrates to those underground 
chambers in which tho summer is passed in 
Central Asia. "The inhabitants," we learn, 
"are shutting themselves up to escape"— 
probably closing all the apertures tit their 
subterranean abodes, except those absolutely 
necessary for ventilation.

low, 
under those circumstances, cannot be 


Imagined by ono who has not a touch of ex- 
perience. Houses of good class are solidly 
constructed under ground, with chambers 
and doors and corridors, but the mass of the 
people inhabit big holes, roofed over, with no 
kind of permanent convenience. Every win- 
ter the frost and snow and rain play mischief 
with these rough pits, and the damage is not 
always, nor often, repaired by the following 
summer. 
Fancy thousands of Mongols in 


tUcoo donfi, pursuing their filthy habits in 
semi-darkness, suffering tho awful torment 
of heat, children walling, adults raving, al- 
ways in want of water and generally of food, 
in on atmosphere beyond conceiving. That 
is tho picture which those few lines of tele- 
gram suggest to readers who know.—London 
Standard.

By and by they will want history of an- 


other kind, which will relate few stories, pass 
lightly over most ware, and dwell only upon 
events which affected the lot of the people 
permanently. 
Boys and girls want to know 


what Maj. Andre said when he was captured, 
and how thick the rope was with which Far- 
ragut tied himself to the rigging. Such facts 
are the vehicle through which more impor- 
tant truths find lodgment in the young mind. 


After all, our boys and girls are already 


very patriotic. \Vhat they now need is to 
be taught the duties we all owe to such a 
country as ours—to keep it pure and good.—

The Moon and Vegetation. 


The influence of the moon upoij vegetation 


ts very feeble compared with that of tho sunt 
but it is established. Professor Lindloy says 
that possibly ttie screens which are drawn 
over hot houses at night to prevent loss of 
heat by radiation, may produce some injury 
by cutting off the rays of the moon, which 
nature intended to fall upon plants as much 
as the rays of the sun. Again, M. Duchalio, 
a French scientist, a few years ago experi- 
mented on fcho sprouting and germination or 
seeds in moonlight instead of sunlight 
He 


subjected theseodlingsof lentils, vetches, etc., 
to its influence. When tho seeds had sprouted 
ho put them In a dark place and kept thu.ui 
there for a time, so that the stalks grew slen 
d«r and of a yellowish white. Afterward on 
three nights, when there was clear moon- 
light, he exposed them for six hours each 
night, He found that the stalks at once 
turned toward and followed tho moonlight 
just as many plants turn toward and follow 
the pi-ogress of the sun through tho heavens. 
In hot countries it is well known that vege- 
tation is largely dependent upon the moon, 
West Indian planters atiirrn that the growth 
of tho sugar cane is twice us great during 
moonlight nights as when there is no moon, 
ati assertion 
which has been repeatedly 


proven.—New York Telegram.
